Subsequent to the raid, nine male 
and two female sales-agents of the 
cigarcttes, with the forged trade 
mark were apprehended at Hankow 
Road. Thry were taken to the police 
staton ond questioned. 

An important development of the 
case happened yesterday when 
1,000,000 cigarcttes, belleved to have 
bern manufnctured at the = rceret 
plant ralded by the police, were dis- 
covered in the premises of the 
Consoliduted Tax bureau of the’ 
bogus regime in Shanghua!. Details 
of the discovery are being withheld,

BERLIN. 


HITLER raised to the level of a god. Hitler held 
up for the adoration of the youth of Germany. The 
Obersalzburg, referred to as “the holy mountain to which 
pilgrims flock {rom all over the world.” 

This is the Nazi idea of a Christmas book for the 


young people of Germany, 


The book, “Der,Fuchrer,” 


is written by the mystid 


poet Eberhard Wolfgang Moeller, and is edited by Baldur. 
von Schirach, leader of German Youth. 


It is hard to buy in Berlin be- 
cause the Nazi Party has bought 
up all copics to be given as 
presents to members of the 
Hitler Youth movement. 

THE FATE OF ROEHM 

The most Interesting chapter In 
the book js one in which, for the first 
tlme in Germany, the Nazis publish 
that Captain RNochm, organiser of the 
S. A. (Storm 'Troops) and disciple of 
the Fuehrer for many yenra, “raised 
his hand against his mister.” 

Gocring is stated to have fone to 
see Rochm ond petitioned him pas- 
slonately, almost on his knees, to re- 
main loyal to Hitler. Hitler him. 
self, In a five-hour tall, tried to 
change Rochm's plans. But Kochm 
was convinecd that a second: revolu- 
tion by the S.A. was necessary, 

He appolnted standard bearer Uhl 
to murder the Fuehrer. Criminals 
were cnmneed to form terrorst 
wroups to stir up riots which would 
bring Rochm to power. But Hitler 
was warned Jn time. He flew to the 
West, and then follows the happening 
Jn_which Rochm was killed, 

The closing chapters of the book 
deal with the crisis of September, 
1938, Hitler fs held up as the man 
who saved the pence of the world. 


THE OLD MAN 

Mr. Chamberlain ts depicted as an 
old man who “had never made a 
Jong fight in an «aeroplane in his 
life. He did not want to lose a 
minute before speaking to the Fuch- 
rer over the situation and the pos- 
sibilities of a settlement.

In France men took to 
digging trenches and in England alr 
raid precautions were taken, It 
looked as though the Incomprehen- 
atble wav nbout to'happen and that 
the world had kept buck Germany 
only fn order to gain time for sts 
warlike preparation.”

“The statesmen of England and 

France, however, realised who It was 
they had before them, They threw 
away thelr weapons and shook the 
Fuchrer by the hand. They reallsed, 
deeply moved, that this was ‘he who

“Tn his house at Munich, under the 
Miclure of Bismarck who looked 
down from the wall, they recognised 
him, Benito Mussolini, the great 
friend, was the other witness of the 
agreement which permitted the Sude- 
ten Germans to return home once 
and for nll.” :

the veteran Larry Gains, the coloured Canadian, who wos 37 yester- 


day, over 12 rounds. . 


James received a real boxing: 
lesson, and it ds doubtful whether 
he won more than” three rounds. 
At the outset he did practically all 
the attacking, but Gains offered, such 
un impregnable defence that the 
Welshman could rarely land a telling 
blow. Continually his left leads 
were parried, while never more than 
on two or three occasions throughout 
the. fight did the coloured man leave 
himself open to James's much-vaunt- 
ed right, cross. 

Gains was quite the equal of the 
Welshman In speed, but he left his 
chief efforts to,the end of each round, 
when he pummelled James severely 
fa head and body:

MR. Kuomojo, the Chinese 
Government's expert on Japan 
ese military affairs, examined by 
a press correspondent to-day 
said that the Japanese plans for 
using North China as a dumping 
ground for Japanese goods had 
“proved to be a boomerang due 
to the free circulation of bogus 
notes.” 

He said that the real value of the 
bogus notes was far below that of 
China’s legat tender, us a result of 
which Japanese shippers received 
these bogus notes in payment = for 
Japanese goods However, the trade 
was unprofitable, due to the fact that 
the bogus notes cannot be used us 
foreign exchange, or for other trade. 

Me said that the Japanese Govern- 
ment had therefore legislated against, 
and prohibited much of this Japan- 
¢se trade in North China, 

He suld that the Japanese figures 
showing a favourable trade balance 
were “propaganda lies,” and he had 
added that most of Japan's economy 
was based on export und import 
trade, much of which was In cotton 
textiles. However, of the 8,000,000 
Japanese-owned spindles in Chuna, 
more than half had been destroyed 
or were idle at Tsingtao, Tslnan and 
other ports, and therefore it wus im- 
possible for the Japanese to turn out 
enousth textiles to offset their very, 
heavy imports, and the turning over 
of thelr other industries for war 
purposes.—Unlted Press,

THE SUEZ CANAL 
Nie THREAT by Egypt's 

Minister of Finance that 
the Suez Canal concession will 
be renewed when it expires 
twenty years hence is probably 
an idle one. Egypt would be 
involved in claims for immediate 
payment, in cash, of compensa- 
lion. exceeding, £1,200,000,000 
were she to attempt to take over 
the canal herself. 


The threat from Italy 
ig probably more immediate, 
for she has been particularly 
insistent of late in her demands 
for a share in the Suez Canal 
Company—in = which Britain 
owns 330,000 of the 800,000 
shares—and for a reduction of 
its dues. In this demand she 
has been supported by Germany 
and, of eourse, by Japan, whose 
appetites are similar. It has,: 
however, become a specifically 
Italinn demand for two reasons: 
since her conquest of Abyssinia 
Italy’s share of trade passing 
through the canal has risen to 
second place and she finds the 
dues, which must be paid in 
sterling, a heavy strain on her 
finances; also, since the Abys- 
sinian War, she has been 
haunted by the fear that Britain 
and France may close the canal 
to her shipping in time of war. 

There is actually a strong case 
that the Sucz Canal, like other 
international waterways, should 
be pul under proper inter- 
national control. But there 
seems no good reason, beyond 
the general desire for appease- 
ment, to grant Italy (or for that 
matter Germany or Japan) a 
share in the presenl manage- 
ment. None of these Powers 
believes in international control 
or cares for the interests of 
other countries; and if Britain 
and France have little right to a 
monopoly of control, Italy bas 
less. : 


If international control of 
waterways is of such terrific im- 
portance to the totalitarians, 
will Germany and Italy support 
Japan 
United States should withdraw 
fiom the Panama Canal? We 
could imagine the reaction in 
Washington if such were made. 
Yet it is just as logical. 

Britain depends upon the 
Panama Canal as much, -pro- 
bably, as Japan or Germany do 
upon the Suez Canal. Yet 
Britnin docs not seem to have 
any qualms regarding American 
administration of the vital 
waterway that links the Pacifle 
and Atlantic occans.
